Eloquent,  replete  with 
appeal  to  higher  ideals,  and  with  appositeness  to  the  occasion, 
it  is  seldom  that  a  trio  of  speeches  is  heard  of  such  sustained 
beauty  of  thought  and  expression. 

In  his  response.  Grand  Vice-Chancellor  Baird  fully  sus- 
tained his  reputation  as  a  forcible  speaker  and  a  master 
of  diction.  It  will  be  long  before  his  inspired  call  to  a  more 
complete  realization  of  our  duty  to  and  responsibility  for  the 
youth  of  our  country  will  cease  to  ring  in  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  his  hearers. 

The  speeches  were  delightfully  interspersed  with  vocal 
music,  from  a  talented  choir  of  Durham's  fairest  and  best, 
under  the  leadership  of  Professor  W.  H.  Overton.  To  listen 
to  such  music  was  indeed  a  treat. 

The  meeting  was  presided  fover  by  Grand  Chancellor 
Pridgen  who  presented  the  several  speakers  in  his  usual 
happy  manner.

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  that  part  of  the  Grand  Chancellor's 
report,  as  shown  on  page  7,  relating  to  District  Meetings. 

Sec.  4.  We  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  that  part  of  the  State 
Deputy  Grand  Chancellor's  report,  as  found  on  page  11,  which  refers 
to  the  general  condition  of  the  Order.  This  committee  feels  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  should  note  with  pleasure  that  the  decrease  in 
membership,  as  heretofore  reported,  has  been  checked,  and  that  the 
report  shows  that  since  the  first  day  of  January.  1914,  there  has  been 
a  substantial  increase. 
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Sec.  5.  We  further  recommend  the  adoption  of  that  part  of  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  found  on  page  15, 
which  relates  and  refers  to  defunct  lodges,  reports  from  subordinate 
lodges  and  conditions  of  the  Order.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMITTEE. 

Brother  Hoffmann  for  the  Finance  Committee  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted. 

Document  No.  21. 

We  recommend,  that  the  salary  of  G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  remain  as 
at  present  $850.00,  office  rent  $120,00  and  the  sum  of  $300.00  be 
appropriated  for  clerical  assistance  of  his  office. 

We  recommend,  a  continuance  of  the  salary  of  $100.00  for  Grand 
Master  of  Exchequer. 

We  recommend,  an  appropriation  of  $300.00  be  allowed  Grand 
Chancellor  for  clerical  assistance  in  his  office. 

We  recommend,  that  Grand  Chancellor  be  permitted  to  name  his 
State  Deputy  who  shall  be  paid  $125.00  per  month  while  in  actual 
service  for  the  Order  and  that  his  expenses  shall  not  exceed  $600.00 
per  year  including  mileage. 

We  repeat  our  recommendation,  that  all  lodge  property  be  kept 
insured;  that  proper  care  be  taken  of  the  financial  condition  of  each 
Lodge,  and  that  reports  to  G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  from  every  Lodge  be 
promptly  made  at  the  beginning  of  each  semi-annual  term.  The 
failure  of  lodges  to  get  in  their  reports  have  been  a  source  of  great 
expense  to  the  Order  as  well  as  inconvenience  to  our  officers  and 
prevents  that  economy  that  should  prevail  in  the  conduct  of 
our  affairs.  A  great  saving  could  be  made  in  the  expenses  of 
our  State  Deputy  if  subordinate  lodge  reports  could  be  properly 
and  promptly  sent  to  G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  without  having  to  send 
the  Deputy  for  them.  His  duties  should  be  to  promote  the  welfare 
and  advancement  of  the  Order  and  not  be  compelled  to  spend  time 
and  money  in  securing  data  that  local  officers  could  readily  furnish. 

We  request  that  each  representative  see  that  proper  mailing  list  is 
furnished  the  manager  of  our  organ,  changes  and  corrections  duly 
made  so  that  there  be  no  waste  from  this  source. 

We  urge  the  best  efforts  of  our  membership  to  aid  our  officers  in 
gaining  new  members  and  looking  after  the  weak  spots  that  exist 
in  this  domain. 

While  this  committee  has  always  urged  economy  in  the  conduct 
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of  our  affairs  it  has  never  failed  to  advise  the  use  of  our  money  when 

it  served  to  advance  the  cause  of  Pythianism.

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
resolution  attached  amendatory  of  the  Grand  Statutes  providing 
for  the  creation  of  a  special  lodge  to  preserve  the  membership  of 
the  Order. 

In  connection  herewith,  your  Committee  begs  leave  to  state  that 
the  proposed  enactment  has  been  hurriedly  drawn,  having  been 
referred  to  us  this  morning,  and  we  have  not  had  the  opportunity 
to  give  to  it  the  full  consideration  which  it  deserves,  and  while 
in  our  opinion  it  will  serve  the  purpose  intended  for  the  present 
time,  we  respectfully  recommend  that  the  resolution  be  passed 
as  drawn,  and  the  whole  matter  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Commit- 
tee for  any  desirable  amendments  or  revision  at  the  next  annual 
Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  June  11th,  1914.

Judiciary  Committee. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the 
Domain  of  North  Carolina  that  the  Grand  Statutes  be  amended  as 
follows: 

That  the  Grand  Statutes  be  and  they  are  hereby  amended  by 
adding  the  following  to  Chapter  XI. 

Section  151a.  For  the  purpose  of  protecting  and  preserving  the 
membership  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  in  the  domain  of 
North  Carolina  there  be  established  a  State  Lodge  to  be  known  as 
North    Carolina   State   Lodge. 

Section  151b.  Said  lodge  shall  not  have  power  to  create  members 
by  initiation  nor  to  acquire  members  in  any  way  save  by  transfer 
thereto  from  the  subordinate  lodges  of  the  Grand  Domain.  But  no 
persons  shall  be  eligible  to  become  members  of  North  Carolina 
State  Lodge  except  members  of  defunct  lodges  in  good  standing 
at  the  dates  when  their  respective  charters  were  surrendered,  and 
members  of  active  lodges  who  reside  five  (5)  miles  or  more  from 
the  meeting  place  of  an  active  subordinate  lodge. 

Section  151c.  Whenever  a  subordinate  lodge  shall  have  become 
defunct  and  its  charter,  books  and  property  shall  have  been  sur- 
rendered to  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  enter  upon  the  records  of  said  North 
Carolina  State  Lodge  the  names  of  all  the  members  of  such  de- 
funct lodge,  in  good  standing  at  the  date  of  surrender  of  charter, 
and  to  notify  each  of  such  members  that  such  transfer  has  been 
made  and  to  give  each  such  member  proper  instruction  with  refer- 
ence to  his  duties  and  privileges  in  said  lodge. 

Section  151d.  And  it  shall  likewise  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  enroll  as  members  of  said  lodge  all 
persons  entitled  to  membership  therein  upon  presentation  of  proper 
transfer  card  and  a  certificate  showing  that  he  does  not  reside 
within  five  15)  miles  of  the  meeting  place  of  an  active  subordinate 
lodge,  which  said  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  of  the  lodge  granting  the  transfer  card,  and  shall 
be  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  said  subordinate  lodge.  Provided, 
said  transfer  card  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed. 

Section  151e.  The  annual  membership  dues  in  said  lodge  shall  be 
One  ($1.00)  Dollar,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year, 
and  the  fee  for  enrolling  a  member  by  transfer  card  from  a  subordi- 
nate lodge  shall  be  One  ($1.00)  Dollar. 

Section  151  f.  The  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  ex-officio 
officers  of  the  North   Carolina  State  Lodge. 

Section  151g.  Any  member  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Lodge 
exhibiting  a  duly  authenticated  receipt  showing  his  dues  to  have 
been  fully  paid  for  the  then  current  year  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  semi-annual  password,  which  may  be  communicated  to  him 
either  in  or  out  of  a  lodge  by  the  Grand  Chancellor,  Deputy  Grand 
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Chancellor  or  the  Chancellor  Commander  of  any  subordinate  lodge. 

Section  151h.  Any  member  of  said  North  Carolina  State  Lodge 
who  shall  be  in  arrears  in  the  payment  of  his  dues  for  one  year, 
shall  automatically  be  suspended  and  his  name  dropped  from  the 
roll  by  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 

Section  151i.  Any  member  of  said  North  Carolina  State  Lodge 
in  good  standing,  upon  payment  of  One  ($1.00)  Dollar  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  transfer  card,  to  be  executed  by  the  Grand  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal,  which  shall  entitle  him  to  make  application  for 
membership  in  any  active  subordinate  lodge  as  now  prescribed 
for  the  transfer  of  members  from  one  lodge  to  another.

ARTICLE  III. 

The    Legislative    Department. 

Section  1.  The  legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  the  Grand 
Lodge,  which  shall  be  composed  of: 

(a).  Past  Grand  Chancellors,  in  good  standing. 

(b).  Its  Officers. 

(c).  Grand    Representatives. 

(d).  Members   of    Standing    Committees. 

(el.  The  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Pythian  Home. 

In    effect   June    14,    1911. 

GRAND  STATUTES. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Section  25.  The  expenses  of  Grand  Lodge  officers.  Grand  Tri- 
bunes, Supreme  Representatives,  Grand  Representatives,  members 
of  Standing  Committees.  Past  Grand  Chancellors,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Pythian  Home  not  otherwise  entitled  thereto,  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Home,  and  State  and  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellors  shall 
be  paid  to  the  conventions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  all  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  Grand  Chancellor,  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  or  depu- 
tized officers,  in  official  visitations,  and  of  all  committees  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  while  on  business  connected  with  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  shall  likewise  be  paid. 

In  effect  June  14,  1911. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Revenues. 

Section  127.  The  revenues  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  be  de- 
rived from  the  fees  charged  for  conferring  ranks,  from  dues  charged 
its  members,  from  assessments,  from  fines,  and  from  fees  charged 
for  depositing  or  granting  withdrawal  cards  and  dismissal  certifi- 
cates. Xo  charge  shall  be  made  for  issuing  or  depositing  a  Transfer 
Card. 
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Section  132.  A  Lodge  may  fix  the  fee  to  be  charged  by  it  for 
accepting  the  deposit  of  a  withdrawal  card,  provided  the  fees  so  fixed 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  charged  by  the  Lodge  for  conferring 
the  three  ranks. 

Section  133.  A  Lodge  may  charge  a  fee  for  granting  withdrawal 
cards  not  exceeding  one  dollar. 

In  effect  June  16,  1910. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Section  34.  Immediately  after  the  30th  of  June  and  the  31st  of 
December  of  each  year,  and  before  the  installation  of  its  officers, 
each  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  pay  to  the  installing  officer,  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  the  sum  of 
seventy-five  cents  for  each  member  on  its  roster  on  the  respective 
dates  named,  twenty-five  cents  of  which  shall  be  applied  to  the 
Orphans'  Fund. 

In  effect  July  1st,  1909. 

CHAPTER  XI. 
Committees  and   Duties. 

Section  37.  The  following  shall  constitute  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Chancellor  as  soon  as  practicable  after  his  installation.  Said  Com- 
mittees shall  serve  until  the  close  of  the  next  regular  annual  conven- 
tion. No  two  members  of  the  said  Committee  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  same  Lodge. 

(1.)   Committee  on  Judiciary  consisting  of  three  members. 

(2.)   Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  consisting  of  three  members. 

(3.)   Committee  on  Finance  consisting  of  three  members. 

(4.)  Committee  on  Returns  and  Credentials  consisting  of  three 
members. 

(5.)  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  consisting  of  one 
member. 

Section  43.  The  Grand  Chancellor,  when  so  directed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  appoint  Special  Committees,  whose  duties  shall  be  des- 
ignated or  assigned  in  the  legislation  by  which  they  are  created. 

Section  44.  The  first  member  named  on  a  committee  shall  be  the 
chairman  thereof.  Every  committee  shall  have  power  to  call  for 
such  books,  documents,  papers  and  other  articles  as  are  necessary 
to  a  proper  understanding  of  the  business  with  which  it  is  charged, 
and  every  member  of  the  Order  notified  to  appear  before  a  commit- 
tee or  to  produce  books,  papers,  documents  or  other  articles  in 
his  possession,  or  under  his  control,  shall  obey  the  citation  of  the 
committee  so  notifying  him,  or  subject  himself  to  charges  which 
shall  be  prosecuted  before  the  Subordinate  Lodge  of  which  he  is 
a  member.     The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  made  in  writ- 
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ing,  signed  by  a  majority  of  its  members,  but  the  minority,  or  in- 
dividual members  thereof,  shall  be  entitled  to  present  their  views 
and  conclusions  in  writing. 
In  effect  June  10.  1909. 

CHAPTER  XI  1-2. 
Control   and    Management  of   Pythian    Home. 

Section  15.  The  control  and  management  of  the  "Pythian  Home' 
is  vested,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  six  trus- 
tees, hereby  created  and  to  be  known  as  the  "Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Pythian  Home." 

Section  15a.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  six 
members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  elected  for  terms  of  six  years. 
Two  members  shall  be  elected  at  the  Convention  of  1913  and  shall 
hold  office  for  terms  of  six  and  five  years,  respectively,  and  at  each 
recurring  Convention  thereafter  one  member  of  said  Board  shall  be 
elected  for  the  full  term  of  six  years  as  provided  herein.  The 
members  heretofore  elected  whose  term  expires  1914,  1915,  1916  and 
1917,  shall  hold  office  until  expiration  of  said  term.  The  Board  shall 
annually  elect  one  of  its  members  as  Chairman. 

Section  15b.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall,  as  directed  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  construct  and  build  upon  property  acquired  and 
•owned  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  such  houses  and  buildings,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  establish  a  home  for  Pythian  orphans  within  this 
Domain,  and  shall  properly  equip  and  maintain  the  same.  The 
Board  shall  furnish  said  buildings  with  suitable  furniture  and 
procure  any  necessary  tools  or  machinery  for  use  upon  the  prop- 
erty to  be  acquired. 

Section  45c.  The  Board  shall  employ  a  suitable  Superintendent 
and  other  necessary   employees,  and  fix  their  salaries  and  wages. 

Section  45d.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  in  carrying  out  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  Pythian  Home,  to  draw  upon  and  disburse 
the  funds  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer,  or 
hereafter  coming  into  his  hands,  for  such  purpose.  The  warrant 
of  the  Chairman  of  said  Board,  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Chan- 
cellor shall  be  a  valid  voucher  for  the  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer. 

Section  45e.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  not  incur  any  debt 
either  in  the  construction  of  nor  in  the  maintenance  of  said  Home 
in  excess  of  money  on  hand  without  the  express  sanction  of  the 
Grand   Lodge. 

In  effect  June  12th,  1913. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

Section  55  of  Chapter  XV  repealed  and  Section  55a.  changed  to 
Section  55  of  same  chapter  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  55.  Twenty-five  cents  of  the  per  capita  Grand  Lodge  tax 
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provided  for  in  Section  34  of  Chapter  X  of  the  Grand  Statutes  shall 
be  semi-annually  appropriated  to  the  Orphans'  Fund,  and  passed 
to  the  credit  thereof  on  the  books  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Ex- 
chequer.

Report  of  Grand  Chancellor. 


Durham,  N.  C,  May  15,  1914: 
To  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Grand  Domain  of 
North   Carolina. 

Greetings:  In  accordance  with  a  time-honored  custom  and  law, 
it  has  become  my  duty,  as  well  as  high  privilege  and  pleasure,  to 
submit  to  you  a  report  of  this  office  for  the  term  now  expiring. 

In  assuming  the  honorable  and  responsible  duties  encumbent 
upon  your  executive  chair,  I  very  keenly  felt  the  magnitude  of  the 
labors  which  devolved  upon  me,  and  fully  realized  many  hindrances 
on  my  part,  to  carry  out  the  functions  of  the  office  as  I  conceived 
them;  but  one  especially  baffled  my  best  and  most  intelligent 
thought.  I  knew  I  had  assumed  a  position  where  much  time  should 
be  given,  and,  being  already  a  very  busy  man,  I  felt  the  need  of 
unselfish  sympathy  and  co-operation  from  each  member  of  every 
subordinate  lodge  in  the  Grand  Domain. 

My  first  work  was  to  attempt  a  thorough  working  organization, 
with  all  Past  Grand  Chancellors,  Grand  Lodge  Officers  and  Com- 
mitteemen, and,  through  them,  one  grand,  enthusiastic  organization 
throughout  the  Grand  Domain. 

My  appeal,  in  some  degree,  met  with  response,  yet  not  as  unani- 
mous and  cordial  as  I  had  hoped  for.  I  felt  that  if  I  could  enlist 
full  and  enthusiastic  co-operation,  and  we  all  would  throw  off  all 
seeming  jealousies  and  prejudices  and  clasp  hands,  and  unite  our 
heart's  best  endeavors,  that  much  good  could  be  accomplished. 

Occasionally,  discouraging  expressions  came  to  me  by  those  who 
should  have  been  my  warmest  and  most  ardent  supporters.  Yet 
all  this  was  offset  by  the  very  kind  and  gentle  words  of  encourage- 
ment by  some  who  had  not  faltered  in  all  the  years  behind  us. 
With  all  the  complex  problems,  and  long  and  sleepless  hours,  even 
in  the  dead  hours  of  night  when  nothing  could  be  heard  but  the  sweet 
enchanting  and  melodious  voice  of  the  whippoorwill,  which  seemed 
to  feel  that  a  duty  devolved  upon  him  to  sweeten  the  very  atmos- 
phere of  a  darkened  world,  yet  I  never  grew  discouraged.  After  all, 
my  duties  have  been  indeed  pleasant,  and  I  am  very  deeply  indebted 
to  all  who  so  generously  contributed  to  whatever  achievement  has 
been   wrought. 

I  trust  that  we  have  not  cut  too  deep  in  the  numerical  list  of  sub- 
ordinate lodges  which  would,  from  a  mere  glance,  show  that  we 
have  proven  a  destructive  force  instead  of  a  constructive  power. 
I  will  admit,  however,  that  neither  idea  dominated  my  judgment,. 
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for  I  could  not  believe  it  was  just  right  to  allow  a  lodge  to  appear 
to  exist,  when  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word  it  did  not  exist.  We 
believe  the  reaction  will  over-balance  any  shortage  in  number  that 
any  report  may  show.  We  are  led  to  believe,  while  our  gains  may 
be  small,  that  we  are  to-day  in  a  healthy  condition,  and  the  fields 
are  ripening  into  a  great  harvest  if  we  will  husband  our  best 
thoughts,  and  enlist  our  best  energies  for  greater  achievements. 
We  bid  one  and  all  to  enter  heartily  into  the  great  work  before 
us  with  one  purpose — that  to  place  our  inimitable  tenets,  promi- 
nently before  the  world. 

NEW  LODGES. 

Linking  the  following  to  what  has  already  been  alluded  to,  I 
feel  that,  while  I  aspired  for  new  lodges  and  gains  in  membership, 
but  was  animated  with  one  business  proposition,  I  would  rather 
brighten  up  and  add  members  to  such  lodges  that  have  stood  the 
test,  than  create  more  new  lodges  which  might  very  soon  be  in 
the  condition  of  some  of  the  eight,  which  are  now  sleeping  in  the 
tombs  beyond  the  confines  of  activity. 

We  instituted  one  lodge  at  Hallsboro  on  January  22,  1914,  with  21 
members  and  have  reason  to  believe  that  we  have  added  some  en- 
thusiastic and  worthy  members  to  our  Order. 

We  also  secured  the  proper  number  of  names  to  install  a  lodge 
at  Mount  Tabor,  N.  O,  and  had  paraphernalia  sent  there,  but  when 
our  State  Deputy  arrived  on  the  scene,  some  of  them  had  allowed 
their  feet  to  grow  cold,  and  they  forfeited  an  obligation.  The 
paraphernalia  was  returned  to  our  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal,  and  the  State  Deputy  sought  other  quarters.

The  Lodge  Deputies  were  appointed  chiefly  by  recommendations, 
and  many  of  them  have  rendered  excellent  and  efficient  service, 
and  have  been  responsive  and  cordial  when  called  on  for  their  as- 
sistance, for  which  I  desire  to  thank  them. 

THE   STATE   DEPUTY. 

As  I  have  always  contended,  no  man  in  the  Domain  could  well 
afford  to  relinquish  sufficient  time  from  his  vocation  to  fill  the  office 
of  Grand  Chancellor.  To  do  this  work  it  would  require  his  entire 
time,  and  he  would  then  need  help. 

Brother  W.  W.  Willson,  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  our  State  Deputy,  has 
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certainly  rendered  faithful  service,  and  I  am  frank  to  confess  that, 
without  his  almost  continuous  visiting  and  working  with  the  lodges 
in  the  Grand  Domain,  many  important  matters  would  not  have  been 
attended  to.  He  has  labored  in  and  out  of  season,  and,  being 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  general  conditions  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  knowing  the  geographical  conditions  of  the  Domain,  his  service 
has  been  of  inestimable  value  to  this  administration.  His  duties, 
however,  have  been  of  rather  a  complex  nature,  as  the  Trustees 
for  the  Pythian  Home,  made  him  agent  for  the  Home,  and  also 
agent  for  the  Carolina  Pythian.  He  necessarily  had  to  give  much 
of  his  valuable  time  to  visiting  lodges,  more  than  one  time,  almost 
in  succession,  to  secure  subscriptions  to  this  journal.  We  have 
secured  about  4,600,  which,  added  to  the  number  of  subscriptions 
at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  makes  a  total  of  8,000  sub- 
scriptions. 

DISTRICT   CONVENTIONS. 

We  have  held  district  meetings  in  each  of  the  fourteen  districts, 
some  of  which  have  held  two  meetings,  and  also  had  a  Home  Coming 
meeting.  We  had  at  least  one  Grand  Lodge  officer  at  each  of  these 
meetings,  and  at  many  of  them  we  had  several. 

I  remember  at  one  meeting,  Lexington,  N.  C,  there  were  four 
Past  Grand  Chancellors,  the  Grand  Chancellor,  and  the  State  Dep- 
uty. While  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  quite  a  few  of  these 
meetings,  and  was  very  much  pleased  at  the  interest  manifested. 
I  regret  that  I  could  not  attend  them  all;  I  was  always  received 
with  cordiality,  and  desire  to  make  mention,  right  here,  of  the  very 
generous  assistance  at  these  meetings,  and  other  public  meetings, 
by  our  beloved  and  worthy  Grand  Vice-Chancellor,  J.  G.  Baird,  of 
Charlotte.  His  eloquent  and  instructive  addresses,  through  the 
middle  and  western  portion  of  the  Domain,  have  certainly  been 
of  the  highest  type,  and  have  proven  a  great  inspiration,  and  will 
tend  towards  a  loftier  conception  of  Pythian  Knighthood. 

I  am  proud  to  say  that  I  believe  District  Meetings  are  indispens- 
able, and  much  stress  should  be  given  them. 

DISTRICT  DEPUTIES. 

The  Deputies  of  the  Fourteen  Districts  have  been  very  active  and 
have  rendered  very  efficient  work,  for  all  of  which  I  desire  to  lift 
up  my  heart  with  lasting  obligations. 

KEEPER  OP  RECORDS  AND  SEALS  OF  SUBORDINATE  LODGES. 

I  have  found  quite  a  few  of  these  unusually  prompt  and  courteous, 
but  not  in  every  case;  usually  some  are  very  slow  to  answer. 
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GRAND  LODGE  COMMITTEEMEN. 

I  have  not,  as  a  whole,  received  the  hearty  co-operation  that  I 
wished  for,  yet  I  am  thankful  for  what  service  has  been  rendered 
me,  by  them. 

GRAND  KEEPER  OF  RECORDS  AND  SEAL. 

I  desire  to  say  that,  but  for  the  efficient  and  prompt  service  and 
gentle  administration  of  Uncle  Billy,  I  would  have  been  at  a  loss  to 
know  which  way  I  was  trying  to  travel.  His  kindness  and  fatherly 
care  of  this  administration  is  not  to  be  measured  by  words. 

GRAND  MASTER  OF  EXCHEQUER. 

Well,  (we  all  knew  it  before),  Brother  Mills  has,  if  possible,  sur- 
passed his  former  efforts.    There  is  but  one  John  C.  Mills. 

GOLDEN  JUBILEE  OF  THE  FIFTIETH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  THE 

ORDER 

Commemorated  in  the  City  of  Washington,  D.  C,  Feb.  19-21,  1914. 

This  semi-centennial  was  far  beyond  our  anticipation.  At  this 
gathering,  in  the  city  of  our  birthplace,  there  were  eminent  and 
distinguished  Pythians,  and  friends  of  the  Order,  from  almost  the 
entire  Supreme  Domain  and  Canada.  Nearly  seven  thousand  gath- 
ered in  this  capitol  City,  to  aid  in  the  celebration  of  a  fraternity 
whose  mission  in  the  world  has  long  since  told  its  own  story,  and 
has  so  fixed  its  high  ideals  in  the  hearts  of  men  that  time,  nor  even 
the  wear  of  years,  can  not  obliterate. 

The  story  of  Pythian  Knighthood,  was  told  as  never  before  by 
those  whose  very  lives  were  in  keeping  with,  and  blended  into  the 
very  story  with  a  feeling  that  will  never,  never  die.  Members  of 
this  Order  will  ever  delight  in  telling  the  story  of  our  Fiftieth  Anni- 
versary, or  Golden  Jubilee.  Our  memory  will  fail  us,  and  our 
mental  vision  will  be  clouded  before  we  shall  fail  to  cherish,  with 
tender  memories,  the  deliberations  and  gentle  administration  of 
that  memorable  occasion.  We  can  never  forget  the  throbs  which 
moved  our  hearts  and  souls  to  higher  aspirations  and  nobler  pur- 
poses. I  am  sure  no  such  assemblage  of  representative  fraternity 
men  was  ever  gathered  under  such  favorable  circumstances. 

Every  indication  was  that  the  battles  of  Pythian  Knighthood  had 
been  fought  with  zeal,  fidelity  and  loyalty,  and  its  principles  have 
been  enthroned  in  the  heart  of  the  nation.  Her  influence,  unselfish 
and  untarnished,  has  had  much  to  do  with  shaping  the  destiny  of 
men  and  the  nation.  We  had  not  quite  caught  the  interest  or  pur- 
pose, and  the  sentiment  of  its  influence,  yet  our  memory,  by  reason 
of  this  gathering,  must  and  will  ever  ring  through  the  centuries, 
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and  inspire  in  us  greater  hopes,  nobler  ambitions  and  nerve  us  for 
greater  service. 

The  Grand  Domain  of  North  Carolina  had  the  distinction  ot  having 
the  largest  number  of  delegates,  and  the  prettiest  badges  at  this 
anniversary.  We  had  on  the  floor,  at  one  entertainment,  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  delegates  from  North  Carolina,  and,  boys,  let  me  say 
to  you,  I  very  highly  appreciate  this  expression  of  your  interest 
and  fidelity. 

THE  SUPREME  LODGE. 

Never  in  the  history  of  Pythian  Knighthood  has  the  Supreme 
Lodge  put  forth  a  greater  effort  in  an  educational  way,  to  teach 
in  a  systematic  manner  the  noble  virtues  of  our  Order.  Journals, 
tracts  and  booklets  have  all  been  filled  with  choicest  gems  and  a 
ring  of  enthusiasm.  We  trust  that  we  have  drunk  from  this  foun- 
tain, and  yet  thirst  to  place  her  true  banner  in  the  sunlight  of  per- 
petual unselfishness. 

THE  INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

I  do  not  feel  that  any  word  of  mine,  regarding  this  department, 
is  necessary,  yet,  feeling  a  very  deep  interest  in  this  department, 
and  holding  a  certificate  myself  for  $5,000.00,  the  full  limit,  I  will 
not  refrain  from  saying  that  I  take  great  pleasure  in  commending 
it  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

I  will  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  President  of  this  department, 
for  a  statistical  report,  which  is  very  encouraging.  I  feel  sure  that 
when  we  all  take  serious  and  deep  consideration  of  this  branch 
of  our  Order,  it  will  prove  a  great  power  in  cementing  us  together, 
and  usher  lasting  hopes  in  our  lives,  and  a  fond  consciousness  of 
knowing  that  we  have  provided  for  those  we  leave  behind. 

THE  CAROLINA  PYTHIAN. 

The  new  Pythian  paper  was  destined  to  make  its  first  appearance 
as  an  eight  page  journal  without  a  cover,  but  its  first  and  last 
issue  has  twelve  pages  and  attractive  covers.  We  have  cause  to  be 
very  proud  of  our  paper,  just  about  nine  months  old.  There  is  no 
reason  why  it  should  not  be  made  a  very  strong  factor  in  dissemi- 
nating the  principles  of  our  Order  throughout  the  Grand  Domain. 
If  you  do  not  read  it,  you  are  missing  much  real  Pythian  information. 
If  you  are  not  a  subscriber  to  your  only  official  organ,  don't  let 
anybody  know  it  until  you  have  sent  in  your  subscription  and  paid 
one  year  in  advance.  This  paper  will  be  what  you  and  I  help  to 
make  it;  then,  certainly  you  want  to  do  your  part  in  making  it  a 
success  in  every  way.  The  Trustees'  report  will  give  full  informa- 
tion as  to  the  status  of  the  paper  at  present. 
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PYTHIAN  HOME. 

The  Trustees'  report  will  furnish  complete  information  as  to  the* 
general  condition  of  the  Home,  and  the  improvements  made  since' 
our  last  convention.  Yet,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  believe  I  am  in 
closer  touch  with  the  Home  than  any  other  man  in  the  Grand 
Domain,  other  than  the  Superintendent  and  Brother  W.  T.  Hollowell, 
and  I  feel  very  proud  indeed  of  the  present  condition.  (See  full 
report  made  by  the  Superintendent,  C.  W.  Pender,  and  the  Trus- 
tees.) 

PUBLIC  MEETINGS. 

I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  one  of  our  short  comings  in  the 
past  has  been  the  lack  of  public  meetings,  public  installation  of 
officers,  public  gatherings,  featuring  them  with  addresses  touching 
on  the  story  of  Pythian  Knighthood,  and  letting  the  world  know 
that  we  have  something  for  them. 

FRATERNAL  CORRESPONDENT. 

With  regret,  it  is  my  sad  duty  to  report  officially,  at  this  time, 
the  death  of  our  beloved  brother  Alexander,  who  passed  over  the 
river  that  marks  the  unknown  shores  August  ISth,  1913,  and  left 
a  vacant  chair  in  the  Grand  Lodge  and  in  the  hearts  of  his  brethren 
which  cannot  be  filled.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  his  reports  were 
always  full  of  information,  and  tempered  with  that  sweet  spirit 
which  characterized  the  life  of  the  author.  While  he  has  gone  from 
us,  tender  memories  of  him  will  ever  linger  about  us  and  bid  us  to 
emulate  his  example  in  all  the  walks  of  life,  and  to  encourage  us 
to  the  higher  ideals  of  citizenship. 

I  did  not  appoint  any  one  to  continue  his  work  for  this  term,  nor 
make  report  for  this  Grand  Lodge  Convention,  for  reasons  which  I 
do  not  deem  necessary  to  mention  at  this  time,  but  prefer  to  leave 
the  matter  with  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  in  the  hands  of  the  incoming 
Grand  Chancellor.  I  felt,  however,  that  Brother  Meares,  the  editor 
of  the  Carolina  Pythian,  would  furnish  us  with  a  lot  of  foreign  news 
through  the  Carolina  Pythian,  he  being  thoroughly  conversant  with,, 
and  in  touch  with   such   matters. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  most  cheerfully  recommend  that  District  Meetings  be  continued, 
and  held  during  the  fall  if  possible,  and  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of 
two  District  Meetings  wherever  it  is  possible. 

I  desire  to  recommend  that  all  Grand  Lodge  Committeemen  and 
Officers  be  required  to  exhibit  a  certificate,  from  the  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seals,  of  their  respective  lodges,  that  they  have  at- 
tended fifty  per  cent,  of  the  regular  meetings,  when  it  was  in  their 
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:power  to  do  so,  before  they  are  seated  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  their 
mileage  and  per  diem  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

I  most  strongly  recommend  that  some  legislation  be  enacted 
within  our  Grand  Domain,  whereby  the  books  of  each  subordinate 
lodge  officer  shall  be  carefully  scrutinized,  proper  reports  made  in 
regular  order  and  at  regular  times,  the  Master  of  Finances  to  be 
required  to  keep  his  books  in  such  way,  that  he  may  be  able  to 
show  the  amount  received,  and  from  whom,  and  that  he  must  keep 
stubs  of  all  receipts  given.  I  must  confess  that  too  many  offices 
are  filled,  for  honors  instead  of  duty  and  service. 

The  custom  of  permitting  re-instatements  for  a  mere  pittance, 
a  sum  much  less  than  the  amount  owing  by  the  suspended  member 
at  the  time  of  his  suspension,  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  bad  policy.  Why 
should  we  be  expected  to  give  a  suspended  member  a  discount  to 
get  him  back  in  his  lodge?  You  owe  him  nothing;  he  owes  the 
lodge.  Membership  in  the  Order  is  too  cheap.  The  average  man 
appreciates  the  things  in  life  by  what  they  cost,  or  the  effort  ex- 
pended to  get  them.  Where  but  a  few  dollars  are  required  to  secure 
membership,  usually  the  pittance  is  too  trivial  to  worry  about;  cheap 
toys  are  soon  cast  aside.  I  believe  the  Order  should  raise  its  stand- 
ard and  above  all  advance  its  membership  fees.  Again,  there  should 
be  some  legislation  regarding  subordinate  lodges  fixing  such  low 
rates  for  dues.  I  feel  confident  that  five  dollars  per  annum  is  a  safe 
minimum,  but  would  recommend  nothing  less  than  six  dollars  per 
annum  for  dues.  When  this  is  done  and  dues  collected,  and  some 
degree  of  judgment  used  in  the  disbursement  of  the  lodge  funds, 
'there  will  be  but  little  cause  for  forfeiting  your  charters. 

THANKS   TO   ONE   AND  ALL. 

At  your  hands  the  insignia  and  trust  of  this  high  office  and  its 
responsibilities  were  placed  upon  me  without  full  anticipation  of  the 
pleasures  which  were  to  be  mine,  but  looking  back  over  the  swift- 
flown  days,  I  am  free  to  say  that  while  the  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  office  have  far  exceeded  my  expectations,  the  happy 
associations  of  the  year  have  repaid  them  all,  and  I  trust  immeas- 
urable influence  for  good  will  come  by  reason  of  our  soon  gathering 
in  Grand  Lodge  Convention  to  deliberate  and  plan  for  the  future, 
which  we  trust  will  ring  down  through  the  ages  to  come,  inspiring 
in  us  new  visions,  new  aspirations  and  deeper  convictions. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  individualize,  but  I  have  kept  in  touch 
with  our  worthy  Grand  Vice-Chancellor,  and  feel  that  he  will  assume 
the  duties  of  this  office  with  a  thoroughness  of  mind  and  the  high 
purpose  of  his  duties,  which  I  am  sure  will  make  his  administra- 
tion one  of  which  we  shall  all  be  proud.

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Report  of  State  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  May  1,  1914. 
Grand  Chancellor, 

Durham,  N.   C. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  According  to  custom,  I  herewith  submit 
the  following  report,  from  June  1,  1913,  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  April  30,  1914,  of  work  done  and  the  conditions  existing  in 
this  Domain  as  I  see  them. 

My  report  to  Grand  Chancellor  Taylor  last  year  was  made  up  to 
June  1,  1913;  therefore  this  report  will  only  cover  a  period  of  eleven 
months. 

Owing  to  your  instruction  at  the  outset,  "to  endeavor  to  build  up 
as  far  as  possible  existing  lodges,  rather  than  to  seek  to  institute 
new  ones,  and  strive  to  revive  dead  and  dying  lodges,"  my  time  has 
been  almost  entirely  occupied  among  the  thirty  or  thirty-five  weak 
lodges;  the  matter  of  new  lodges  being  left  to  work  itself  out  from 
natural  causes  and  demand. 

CAROLINA  PYTHIAN. 

Early  in  October  it  developed  that  unless  a  personal  effort  was 
made  by  some  one  to  obtain  the  list  of  membership  from  a  number 
of  the  lodges  whose  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal  had  failed  to  send 
them  in  with  their  postoffice  addresses,  that  the  object  contemplated 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  assuming  the  publication  of  the  paper  (to 
have  it  in  the  hands  of  every  member  of  the  Order  by  being  sent 
to  each  one  direct,  and  thus  make  the  paper  of  value  as  an  advertis- 
ing medium)  would  be  defeated.  Under  your  instruction,  I  visited 
about  forty  of  these  lodges  and  secured  the  lists.  This  required 
some  six  or  seven  weeks  of  my  time  which  was  devoted  almost  ex- 
clusively to  this  work. 

WEAK  AND  WAVERING  LODGES. 

Six  lodges  have  been  aroused  and  revived  during  the  year  just 
closed,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  continue  to 
exist  and  do  good  work.  Pour  of  these  are  active  and  receiving  ac- 
cessions to  their  ranks.  Other  lodges  have  been  induced  to  retain 
their  charters. 

The  following  lodges  are  in  a  weak  and  wavering  condition  and 
they  will  require  constant  and  continued  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  officers,  assisted  by  the  local  membership,  to  keep  them 
upon  the  roster  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Some  of  them  will  require 
an  extra  effort:  Whiteville,  No.  138;  Wallace,  No.  176;  Maxton,  No. 
33;  Red  Springs,  No.  91;  Benson,  No.  140;  Lumber  Bridge,  No.  223; 
Excelsior,  No.  72;  Rockingham,  No.  95;  Troy,  No.  98;  Gibson,  No. 
207;  Spencer,  No.  222;  Shelby,  No.  193;  Hendersonville,  No.  116; 
Brevard,  No.  224;  Tuckaseegee,  No.  134;  Bryson  City,  No.  157, 
and  Whittier,  No.  159. 

Lumberton,  No.  35,  and  Unity,  No.  202,  at  Lumberton,  N.  C,  will 
be  merged  during  the  month  of  May,  or  the  charters  be  taken  up 
and  a  new  lodge  instituted,  with  the  members  of  both  lodges  going 
into  the  new  lodge. 

LODGE  FINANCES. 

Many  of  the  lodges  conduct  their  finances  in  a  most  unbusiness- 
like manner,  not  making  reports  promptly,  failing  to  reply  to 
communications  of  an  official  character  and  otherwise,  allowing 
their  necessary  expenses  to  exceed  their  income.  There  are  but 
very  few  localities  in  this  Domain,  in  my  opinion,  where  a  lodge  can 
afford  to  fix  its  dues  at  only  $3.00  per  year  and  live,  to  say  nothing 
about  their  having  the  ability  to  increase  their  membership  and 
thus  disseminate  the  principles  of  the  Order.  It  takes  comparatively 
but  little  time  of  the  membership  of  a  lodge  and  not  very  much 
money,  but  it  does  take  some  of  both  to  run  a  lodge.  Less  than  one 
cent  per  day  to  pay  for  the  privilege  of  being  a  member  of  one 
of  the  best  Orders  in  America  is  not  placing  the  Order  on  a  very 
high  plane. 

DISTRICT   CONVENTIONS. 

As  directed  by  you,  I  attended  district  conventions  held  in  thir- 
teen of  the  districts  during  the  year.  While  all  the  lodges  were 
not  represented  at  all  of  these  conventions,  yet  a  large  number  of 
the  membership  in  each  district  were  present,  all  were  enthusiastic 
and  I  believe  good  was  accomplished.  The  secret  work  was  exem- 
plified at  each. 

FRATERNITY  DAY. 

During  the  Western  North  Carolina  Fair,  held  at  Asheville,  last 
fall,  a  day  was  set  apart  and  devoted  to  the  various  orders  having 
lodges  in  certain  of  the  counties  in  Western  North  Carolina.  An 
elaborate  program  was  prepared  and  carried  out  by  these  fraterni- 
ties. A  feature  being  a  parade  of  the  subordinate  lodges  of  each  of 
the  Orders,  a  number  of  prizes  being  awarded  for  numbers  in  pa- 
rade, appearance,  etc.  The  exercises  were  concluded  with  a  ban- 
quet at  night  at  the  Battery  Park  Hotel.  Under  your  direction,  I 
attended  and  represented  the  Grand  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias. 
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DEFUNCT  LODGES.

All  of  these  lodges,  with  the  exception  of  Nos.  69,  101,  195,  were 
in  bad  financial  condition;  most  of  them  had  been  dead  for  years. 
Worthville  surrendered  its  charter  because  the  mill  had  closed  down 
and  its  membership  was  leaving  the  town;  Guilford  surrendered 
because  its  membership  desired  to  join  No.  80. 

NEW  LODGES. 

In  January  a  lodge  was  instituted  at  Hallsboro.  N.  C,  with  21 
members.  The  lodge  started  off  well  and  has  been  actively  at  work 
since  its  institution.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  indebted  to  Brother  George 
W.  Wayne  for  this  lodge. 

I  put  out  a  petition  at  Mount  Tabor,  X.  C,  and  Brother  Wayne 
went  over  there  and  completed  the  list  with  17  names.  The  para- 
phernalia was  shipped  and  on  the  morning  we  reached  there  fifteen 
on  the  list  promised  to  be  present  at  7  o'clock  p.  m.  for  the  initiation 
and  institution.  Two  additional  names  were  added  to  the  petition 
that  day.  When  the  hour  of  institution  arrived  eight  of  the  signers 
appeared,  and  Messrs.  H.  J.  Jones,  W.  B.  Roberts,  W.  F.  Cox,  L.  G. 
Graham,  R.  F.  Bruton,  Herbert  Hickmon.  J.  M.  Sales,  J.  W.  Floyd, 
Ernest  Lewis,  failing  to  come,  the  matter  was  declared  off  and  the 
paraphernalia  returned.  It  was  stated  that  Dr.  J.  W.  Floyd  was 
called  to  see  a  patient  in  the  country,  which  accounted  for  his 
absence. 

GENERAL  CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Just  at  present  there  is  much  activity  among  many  of  the  lodges 
and  gains  are  being  made — in  many  of  them  large  gains.  During 
the  year  1911  we  had  a  net  loss  of  872  in  membership,  and  18  lodges; 
in  1912,  118  in  membership  and  4  lodges;  in  1913,  115  in  membership 
and  8  lodges.  From  this  it  appears  that  the  net  membership  loss 
has  been  checked  during  the  years  1912  and  1913  and  the  tide  turned 
the  other  way,  for  with  the  gains  made  by  many  of  the  lodges  since 
January  1,  1914,  our  membership  should  exceed  that  of  the  mem- 
bership in  June,  1913. 
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Peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout  the  membership  of  the 
subordinate  lodges  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn  or  observe, 
but  there  is  much  complaint  about  members  who  have  been  hon- 
ored by  the  Order  not  attending  their  subordinate  lodges.  They 
claim  that  some  of  our  Past  Grand  Chancellors  and  members  of 
Grand  Lodge  Committees  are  offending  in  this  particular.  It  is 
said  that  their  failure  to  take  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Order, 
not  only  has  a  depressing  effect  upon  the  lodge  membership,  but 
also  works  an  injury  to  the  Order  and  the  lodge  in  the  estimation 
of  outsiders.

The  Bi-ennial  Convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  be  held  at 
Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  commencing  on  the  1st  Tuesday  in  August  this 
year.

The  Carolina  Pythian  in  the  past  nine  months  has  been  sent  to 
the  homes  of  between  eight  and  ten  thousand  Knights,  and  have 
been  full  of  interesting  matter  from  all  over  the  Supreme  Domain. 
Brother  Meares,  your  Editor,  has  been  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  give 
you  a  Journal  second  only  to  the  best.  A  number  of  copies  were 
distributed  at  the  Jubilee  meeting  in  Washington,  and  many  com- 
pliments paid  the  Editor,  and  it  was  voted  among  the  best  Pythian 
Publications. 

CONCLUSION. 

Now  Brothers,  the  year's  work  is  before  you.  It  may  not  be  all 
you  wish,  yet  we  have  no  cause  for  complaint  as  to  the  work  of 
your  Grand  Chancellor  and  his  State  Deputy,  both  of  whom  have 
had  their  hearts  in  the  cause.

They  are 
fine  examples  of  what  good,  plain,  country  living  will  do  when  in 
a  healthy  locality  and  where  sanitary  conditions  are  good.  It  is 
a  great  pity  that  more  of  our  members  over  the  State  cannot  visit 
the  Home  and  see  for  themselves  what  a  splendid  work  is  being 
done.  It  would  be  an  inspiration,  and  they  would  realize  more  fully 
the  value  of  our  Order. 

The  Financial  Statement  shows  that  we  have  added  $213.41  to  our 
permanent  improvement  account  and  that  we  have  now  on  hand 
with  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer  Mills  $11,039.45  whereas  we  had  a 
little  less  than  $9,500.00  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.

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ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    SUPERINTENDENT    OF   THE    PYTHIAN 
HOME  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  APRIL  30,  1914. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The   Pythian  Home. 

Brethren:  According  to  our  laws,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  render 
an  account  of  my  stewardship  as  Superintendent  of  the  Pythian 
Home. 

Regarding  the  management,  I  wish  to  leave  that  for  the  Board 
to  pass  upon.  I  have  done  my  best  as  I  saw  it.  I  have  not  done 
all  that  I  wished  to  do,  for  I  have  made  mistakes,  but  as  few  as 
possible,  and  they  were  from  the  head  rather  than  from  the  heart; 
this  being  the  case,  I  am  willing  to  leave  the  results,  whatever  they 
may  be,  with  my  honorable  Board. 

The  condition  of  the  Home  is  very  good,  and  from  a  sanitary 
standpoint,  excellent.  Our  Heavenly  Father  has  given  us  another 
year  of  bounteous  blessings,  which  have  been  equally  enjoyed  by 
us  all;  and  I  feel  that  my  thanks  and  praise  can  be  expressed,  only, 
in  a  feeble  way,  but  they  are  given  in  both  prayer  and  thanks- 
giving. 

As  to  the  standing  of  our  Home,  I  think  it  is  equal  to  any  home 
in  the  State,  of  its  kind. 

However,  Brethren,  I  cannot  make  the  statement  that  I  so  much 
wish  to  make — that  the  Home  is  self-supporting.  Our  crops  were 
not  as  good  last  year,  as  they  have  been  heretofore,  and  our  family 
has  almost  doubled,  since  our  last  report.  We  reported  sixteen 
children  last  year,  and  now  we  have  twenty-seven  in  the  Home.  We 
have  enlarged  our  farm,  and  so  doing  we  hope  to  soon  be  able  to 
say,  truthfully,  that  the  Home  is  self-supporting.  Her  future  is 
bright  and  my  purpose  shall  be  to  work  to  that  end,  and  if  possible 
make  the  Pythian  Home  independent  within  itself. 

We  have  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  in  cultivation.  Of 
this,  a  three-horse  crop  is  run  by  tenants,  and  we  run  a  two-horse 
crop  with  two  hired  men  and  our  boys.  We  have  seventy  acres 
in  cotton  and  thirty-five  acres  in  corn,  the  balance  in  truck  and 
hay.  Our  farm  is  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation,  and  we  are  looking 
for  a  large  crop.  The  expenses  of  running  the  Home  and  farm  will 
be  found  in  Brother  Hollowell's  report. 

We  have  in  the  Home  twenty-seven  children  as  follows: 

Rufus  Cates,  age  15.  came  May  8,  1911  from  East  Durham,  No.  109. 
Bessie  Cates,  age  13,  came  May  8,  '11,  from  East  Durham,  No.  109.
